Our  Work  at

If,  by  giving  them  a year 
or  two  in  our  wonderful  North  River  Farms  soil,  we  could  bring  them  up  to  a 
standard  of  perfection,  that  no  other  producers  had  yet  reached,  we  would  have 
accomplished  a great  service,  and  rendered  an  inestimable  benefit  to  the  great 
American  multitude,  who  grow  and  love  and  cherish  these  flowers  in  their 
gardens  year  after  year. 

That  we  have  succeeded,  is  adequately  reflected  in  the  prize-winning  lists 
of  all  the  great  New  England  Shows  for  the  past  two  years.

We  have  tried  out  in 
our  trial  grounds  over  1,200  different  named  varieties  of  Gladioli,  and  out  of  this 
number  we  have  found  less  than  100  varieties  that  come  up  to  our  standard  of 
perfection,  in  size,  form,  vigor  and  color.  We  have  been  both  careful  and  critical 
in  our  judgment  of  merit,  and  possibly  callous  in  our  discards, — but  we  have  a 
reputation  to  build  and  standards  to  uphold;  it  mattered  not  what  we  paid  for 
a variety,  if  it  did  not  measure  up  to  our  standard,  it  went  into  the  mixture.

TO  those  who  grow  flowers  for  exquisite  brilliancy  in  the  garden  and 
their  decorative  use  when  cut  for  indoor  decoration,  there  is  none  that 
will  give  such  satisfaction  and  pleasure  as  the  Gladiolus.  Its  ease  of 
culture,  its  splendid  response  to  a little  extra  care  and  attention,  its  pro- 
longed blooming  season  and  its  lasting  qualities  when  cut  and  placed  in 
water,  have  made  it  a universal  favorite  everywhere. 

WHERE  TO  PLANT. 

It  will  thrive  in  any  soil  in  almost  any  location  but  prefers  a rich 
sandy  loam  and  sunny  situation.  It  dislikes  ground  that  has  been 
freshly  manured ; beds  or  borders  that  were  manured  the  previous  year 
produce  wonderful  “Glads,”  the  addition  of  a little  bone  meal  as  a top 
dressing  cultivated  into  the  soil  when  they  are  about  6 inches  above 
ground  proves  a further  benefit.  Small  colonies  of  12  to  18  bulbs  in 
the  old-fashioned  borders,  to  fill  in  where  late-flowering  Tulips  bloomed 
in  May,  provide  colorful  patches  in  late  summer.  Large  beds  or  long 
borders  in  two  or  more  harmonious  shades,  or  perhaps  a mixed  planting 
of  many  colors,  make  a gorgeous  showing  and  provide  a “cut-and-come- 
again”  source  of  supply  for  use  in  the  home. 

PLANTING. 

Bulbs  should  be  planted  from  3 to  8 inches  apart,  according  to  the 
size  of  the  bulb,  and  also  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  of  room 
you  have.  Bulbs  of  different  varieties  vary  greatly  in  size,  without 
affecting  the  blooming  qualities.  It  is  a general  rule  that  extra  large 
bulbs  throw  side  spikes  after  the  main  spike  has  bloomed.  This  is  a 
desirable  quality,  as  side  spikes  are  admirable  for  home  decorations. 

If  planting  in  rows,  the  rows  should  be  far  enough  apart  for  con- 
venient cultivation.  Rows  20  inches  or  more  apart  are  considered 
good  practice. 

Depth  of  planting  should  be  governed  by  size  of  bulb  and  soil  condi- 
tions. A 1-inch  bulb  should  have  at  least  3 inches  of  soil  over  it.  A 
2-inch  bulb  will  give  a better  plant  and  flower,  and  stand  up  better  in 
storms  if  planted  6 inches  deep.  A sandy  loam  is  more  suitable  for 
deep  planting  than  a clay  soil.  The  general  rule,  then,  is  to  plant  from 
3 to  6 inches  deep. 

Successive  planting  may  be  made  in  the  latitude  of  southern  New 
England  from  April  to  July.  There  is  quite  a difference  in  the  blooming 
time  of  different  varieties,  some  blooming  60  days  after  planting,  while 
late-blooming  varieties  require  from  100  to  110  days.  The  Primulinus 
hybrids  are  early  bloomers.  For  this  reason  they  should  be  planted 
both  early  and  late.

STAKING. 

On  some  of  the  tall  growing  and  long  flower  spike  varieties  a light 
support  is  advisable.  This  should  be  given  when  the  spike  first  shows. 
Deep  planting  overcomes  almost  all  needs  of  staking.  Individual  choice 
may  be  safely  followed  in  this  matter. 

CULTIVATION. 

Glads  like  water  provided  good  drainage  is  assured.  But  good  culti- 
vation is  of  more  benefit  than  artificial  watering.  Exception  to  this 
statement  is  made  where  irrigation  is  the  only  way  a crop  may  be 
obtained.  In  most  parts  of  our  country  there  is  sufficient  rainfall  for 
growing  Gladioli — PROVIDED  good  cultivation  is  given.  Keep  all 
weeds  out.  Keep  the  top  soil  loose  and  in  a mulch  condition.  After 
that  water  if  you  want  to,  but  hoe  or  cultivate  frequently.  Do  not  use 
fresh  manures  with  Glads.  Do  not  use  dried  manures  in  contact  with 
the  bulbs  when  planting.  Bone  meal  and  dried  and  prepared  sheep  and 
cow  manures  are  good  to  use  after  the  plants  are  8 to  10  inches  high. 
Liquid  fertilizers  in  moderation  are  good  just  before  the  blooming 
season  or  while  the  flower  spikes  are  forming. 

AS  A CUT  FLOWER. 

In  cutting  Gladioli  always  leave  4 to  6 leaves  on  the  plant ; cutting 
close  to  the  bulb  rofys  it  of  all  chance  of  respiration  and  usually  proves 
fatal  to  the  new  bulb  which  is  forming.  Spikes  showing  the  lower  buds 
about  to  open  or  with  one  or  two  open  are  prime  for  the  knife ; the  spike 
will  soon  begin  to  open  up  when  placed  in  water,  and  by  removing 
the  withered  blooms,  shortening  the  stems  a little  and  changing  the 
water,  the  spike  can  be  bloomed  indoors  to  the  terminal  bud,  lasting 
altogether  from  7 to  10  days. 

As  a decorative  flower  the  Gladiolus  in  our  opinion  has  no  equal. 
It  has  a natural  stateliness  and  beauty  of  its  own ; it  is  strong-stemmed 
and  therefore  easy  to  place  and  arrange  in  mixed  vases. 

ITS  FAVORITE  ASSOCIATES. 

Delphiniums  are  wonderful  companions  with  the  pink  Glads,  and  the 
salmon,  orange  and  yellow  Primulinus  shades.  Gypsophila,  Scabiosa, 
Lupins,  Pink  and  White  Phlox,  many  of  our  hardy  Lilies  and  Snap- 
dragons create  harmonious  blendings  and  colorful  mixtures,  when 
associated  with  carefully  chosen  shades  of  Gladioli  in  the  garden  or 
mixed  vases. 

LIFTING. 

Being  a half-hardy  perennial,  Gladiolus  Bulbs  must  be  lifted  each 
fall  and  sun-dried  in  the  field  for  4 or  5 days.  Carry  them  indoors  and 
place  on  trays  or  shelves  in  a cool  dry  cellar  or  barn  and  after  3 or  4 
weeks  you  will  find  that  the  old  corm  becomes  easily  detached  from  the 
new  bulb  formed  above  it.  The  old  bulb  and  the  outer  rough  skin  may 
now  be  removed.  If  the  stock  of  certain  varieties  is  to  be  increased,  the 
little  bulblets  should  be  saved  and  planted  outdoors  in  rows  the  follow- 
ing Spring.  These  will  bloom  in  2 to  3 years.  Otherwise  these  bulblets 
may  be  thrown  away. 
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GLADIOLUS  TYPES 


The  history  of  the  Gladiolus  may  be  traced  back  to  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury, but  it  was  not  until  about  1841  that  Beddinghaus  crossed  a number 
of  African  species  and  obtained  a hybrid  species  known  to  this  day  as 
G.  Gandavensis.  Gandavensis  was  sold  to  Van  Houtte  who  introduced  it. 

We  shall  not  attempt  to  trace  the  development  of  the  Gladiolus  through 
all  of  the  stages  from  this  period  to  the  modern  Gladiolus  of  today.  Several 
growers  have  contributed  to  the  development  of  the  Gladiolus,  but  it  was 
not  until  about  1892  that  Mr.  Hallock  bought  the  stock  of  Leichtlin  of 
Baden,  Germany,  and  after  improving  it  sold  it  to  John  Lewis  Childs,  who 
gave  them  the  name  Childsii.  Later  we  have  the  Groff’s  Hybrid  introduced 
by  H.  H.  Groff  of  Simcoe,  Ontario,  and  then  we  have  the  Ruffled  or 
Kunderdi  type.  Although  these,  each,  had  certain  distinctive  points,  in 
recent  years  they  have  more  or  less  merged  into  one  now  known  as  Large- 
Flowered  Types.  They  may  be  either  Plain  (smooth  petaled)  or  Ruffled 
(frilled). 

Another  type  now  extremely  popular  is  the  Primulinus  Type  or  Prim- 
ulinus  Hybrids. 

The  Primulinus  species  was  discovered  growing  wild  near  the  Victoria 
Falls  in  South  Africa  in  1887,  and  it  was  by  crossing  this  species  on  the 
large-flowered  types  the  Primulinus  Hybrids  were  produced. 


LARGE-FLOWERED  GLADIOLI 


Under  this  general  heading  are  classed  most  of  the  great  Gladioli,  now 
growing  at  North  River  Farms.  Some  of  the  beautiful  varieties  listed  in 
the  following  pages  are  hardly  recognizable  as  the  progeny  of  those  known 
30  years  ago.  Shades  of  unsurpassing  beauty,  both  self-colors  and  delight- 
ful blends  in  two  and  three  tones,  huge  size  of  spike,  and  perfect  formation 
and  arrangement  of  the  blooms  are  points  of  excellence  now  developed  in 
glorious  realities,  with  greater  possibilities,  greater  achievements  always 
before  us. 

The  descriptions  we  give  are  from  close  observation  and  field  notes, 
made  on  our  own  grounds.  We  have  indicated  those  of  exceptional  merit 
by  a star  (*)  or  by  XXXX,  so  that  the  most  meritorious  can  readily  be 
selected.  Those  that  have  “Ruffled”  or  “Frilled”  petals  are  so  indicated. 


PRIMULINUS  TYPES 


For  general  decorative  purposes  these  have  many  points  of  advantage 
over  the  large-flowered  types.  Though  the  individual  flowers  are  smaller, 
they  are  more  openly  placed  on  the  spike,  the  stem  is  light  but  wiry,  and 
altogether  it  is  a more  graceful  flower  to  arrange  with  others  in  baskets, 
vases,  etc.  The  colors  are  charmingly  distinctive  and  cover  a wide  range 
of  yellow,  amber,  salmon,  orange,  cream,  flesh,  flame  and  many  two- 
tone  tints  of  exquisite  beauty.  On  the  whole  they  bloom  earlier  than  the 
large-flowered  types  and  are  wonderful  for  pots,  brought  along  with 
gentle  heat  under  glass. 
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Varieties  marked  thus  (*)  have  exceptional  merit. 


6 — ^ADELINE  KENT. 

Delicate  light  rose  pink,  throat  cream  overlaid  with  tyrian  rose; 
very  heavily  ruffled.  The  orchid  coloring  on  the  outer  petals 
ranging  from  flesh  pink  to  bright  rose  (XXXX).
